Rights of the Company and its 
Grantees’ to Recover the Pos- 
session before Patent. 

The following is self explanatory: 


LAND DEPARTMENT C. P. 
RAILWAY Co,, FOURTH 
AND TOWNSEND STREETS, 
Sam FRANctScO, June 22, 1887. 
To RN. Fulton, Esq., Reno, New| 
vada.—Deéar Sir:—In reply to your 
question as to whether the Central 
Pacific Railroad Company or its 
grantees can recover the possession 
of surveyed,odd numbered sections, 
within the granted limits, from oc- 
cupiers not claiming possessson un- 
der rights ante-dating those of the 
Company, and where the lands 
sought to be recovered have not yet 
been patented to the company, I 
have to answerin the affirmative} 
in all such cases the Company or 
its grantees can recover. The 
whole maiter was judicially passed 
upon in the early part of the pres- 
eut term ofthe District Court of the 
First Judicial District of the Terri- 
tory of Utah, in the case of the U. 
P. R. R. Co., against Adams and 
others. In that casé the land 
sought to be recovered was certainly 
surveyed, odd numbered sections 
within the limits of the Company's 
grant, subject to selection but uot 
yet patented to the Company. The 
Company had solid the Jaods and 
the defendants, being in the oceu- 
pation of them, refused to deliver 
possession to the Company's 
grantee upon the ground that until, 
patent issued, neither the Com- 
pavy or its grantee was entitled to 
their possession. ‘The Court in- 
structed the jury, as matter of law, 
that the grant to the Company (the 
lands in question being subject to 
it,) was a sufficient muniment of 
titie without the patent and that 
the plaintiff was entitled tu recover; 
whereupon the jury returned a ver- 
dict for the plaintiff and judgment 
was enter-duccordingly. I append 
below a copy of tie Court’s in- 
struction to the jury in that ease.

In the District Court of the First Jn- 
dicial District, Territory of Utah, 
County of Weber, before the Hon. H. 

Henderson, Judge of said Court, 
and a jury, Central Paeific Railroad 
Company, plantiff, vs. L. B. Adams, 
et al., defendants. 
INSTRUCTIONS OF THE COURT. 
‘Gentlemen of the Jury—The Court 
instructs you that the plaintiff’s right 
to recover the lands mentioned in the 
complaint in this case depends upon 
the validity and eflect to be given to 
the Acts of Congress cof July 1, 1562, 
and July 2, 1864 in aid of the con- 
struction of a railroad and telesraph 
line from the Missouri river to tue Pa- 
eific Océan. Andthe Court instruets 
you, asa watter of law, that the said 
Acts are within the constitutional 
power of Congress to pass, and that by 
them, upon filing with the Secretary 
of the Interior, a map of definite loea- 
tion of the line of railroad, showing 
the route, the title of the lands and ail 
of the odd numbered sections on eitber 
side of said railroad within twenty 
miles thereof, not mineral or saline, 
and not, at the time af said filing, sold, 
reserved or otherwise disposed of by 
the United States, and to which a _ pre- 
eimption or homestead claim had not 
attached, passed to and vested in the 
Central Pacific Railroad Company of 
California, and tu its successor in in- 
terest. And it being confessed in this 
case that the plaiutiffis the successor 
in interest of the Ventral Pacific Rail- 
road Company of California, and that 
the lands mentioned in the complaint 
are odd numbered sections within the 
twenty-miie limit, and are agriculiural 
and not sold, reserved or otherwise 
disposed of, and that mo pre-emption 
or homestead claim had attached 
thereto at the time of filing the map of 
definite location, to-wit, May 15, 1869, 
and that defendant withholus the pos- 
session of said lands frem plaintiff, 
you are instructed to find a verdict for 
the plaintiff.”

The Supreme Court of Louisiana 
has just had before it a commercial 
traveler’s tax case in deciding which 
it has enforced with thoroughness 
the doctrine of the Supreme Court 
of the United States in the Rob- 
bin’s case. The case is that of the 
Simmons Hardware Company vs. 
McGuire, Sheriff. In this case the 
Court declared unconstitutional aad 
void that portion of section 12 of 
act 101 of 1886 which provides that 
all traveling agents offering any 
species of merchandise in the State 
for sale, or selling the same by sam- 
ple or otherwise, shall pay a license 
of $50. In so far as such traveling 
agents may represent principals 
domiciled in other States, the Court 
says the tax is nulland void. The 
Court lays down the following 
statement of the law in which, as 
will be seen,gt follows the United 
States Suprefie Court closely: 

1. A law of @State cannot impose li- 
cense taxes upon persons passing 
through or coming intoit merely for 
a temporary purpose,especially if con- 
nected with inter-State commerce. 
Nor can it impose such taxes upon 
property imported into it from abroad 
or from another State, and not yet be- 
come apartof the common mass of 
the property therein, 

2. A State cannot enact any law or 
establish any regulation affecting in- 
ter-State commerce; same would be an 
unauthorized interference with the 
power given to Congress on the sub- 
ject. : 

8. Inter-State commerce cannot be 
taxed aft all by a State statute, even 
though the sameamount of tax should 
be laid on domestic commerce or that 
which is carried on solely within the 
State. 

4. The negotiation of sales of goods, 
which are in another State, for the 

urpose of introducing them into the 
tate into which said negotiation is 
made is inter-State commerve, 


The record of mercantile failure 
in the United States for the first 
half of the calendar year 1887, as re- 
ported to Bradstreet’s, may, with 
some explanation, be construed fa- 
vorably. Thedecline in the total 
number of failures from January 1, 
to July 1, 1887, as compared with 
1886, is nearly 400—to be exact, 389 
—the total thus far this year being 
but 5,072, or 1,034 less than in alike 
portion of 1885, 372 less than in 1884 
and 224 Jess than in 1883. The in- 
crease this yexur as compared with 
six months of 1882 and 1881, when 
the totals were respectively 3,649 
and 3,256, is considerable, but it 
must be recalled that the commer- 
cial deata rate of the country in- 
creases in a natural ratio with the 
growth of commercial and indus- 


trial enterprises, and that the latter} 


increase, probably, in even a 
greater ratio than may be deter- 


- mined by tbe increase in popula- 


tion. Since 1880 the population of 
the Uniteil States has probably 
gained 10,000,000, or 20 per cent., 
henee it would not be too much to 
jook for 2 commercial death rate in 
even in exceas of one-fifth 
greater th n in 1880, and which 
might still be normal.

up his plans for the Summer and Fall. 
It is well known that he had an elab- 
orate programme of travel prepared, 
and a high official said yesterday that 
it would be lived up to. The Presi- 
dent, he said, will be urged to go to 
St. Louis during fair week in October, 
and will accept. He will -proceed 
from St. Louis, to other points as orig- 
inally intended, Mrs. Cleveland will 
accompany him. 


Colorado Oil. 
DENVER, Col., July 9. 

Considerable excitement is being 
created in commercial circles of the 
Rocky Mountain region over the oil 
production of this State. Hon. James 
H. Platte, President of the Platte and 
Washington Refining Compapy, ot 
New York, and manager of the oil 
works of Florence, Col., to-day sad: 
The oil situation of Colorado is this: 
There are now 20 wells being worked, 
producing 700 barrels per day. This 
is sufficient to supply the demand of 
this section of the West at a figure 
lower than can be met by eastern 
companies. This will shut out of the 
Colorado market, all eastern oil, in- 
cluding that of the Standard Com- 


pany. 
Hanged in Effigy. 
CHATTANOOGA, Tenn., July 9. 
Wm. Holman was to be hanged yes- 
terday at Dalton,Georgia, for the mur- 
der of Matilda Holman last December. 


The Governor commuted his sentence 
to imprisonment for life. Five thous- 
and people assembled to witness the 
hanging, and on learning of the action 
of the Governor, they took possession 
of the town and hanged the Governor 
in effigy onthe gallows prepared for 
Holman. The latest reports state that 
the military has been ordered to hold 
itself in readiness to march against 
the mobif ariot occurs. Dalton is at 
the meicy of the mob, as the civil of- 
ficers are powerless to quiet the dis- 
turbance. 


Still at Large. 
Ext Paso Tex., July 9.

WESTERN DISPATCHES 


Looks Like a Revolution. 
San FRANCISCO, July 9. 
The steamship Mariposa, which ar- 
rived from Australia this morning, 
having touched at Honolula, brings 
the important information thab/a revo- 
lution has actually commenced ip the 
Hawaiian Kingdom. On June 25th 
the populace organized by appointing 
a People’s Committee, and at once as- 
sumed police jurisdic'ion over the 
Kingdom. Volunteer military com- 
panies joined in the movement, and 
all the guns and ammunition arriving 
on ships from Australia and the 
United States, were seized. A mass 
meeting of the populace was held 
June 30, at which a demand was made 
for the downfall of the Gibson Muinis- 
try and anew constitution, or the ab- 
dication of the King. The King 
called a meeting of the Amer- 
ican Minister and other foreign 
government representatives on June 
, and offered to transfer to 


ene f protem, allthe powers vest:d 
in bimas King. They declined, but 


wivised the King to iese no’ time in 
forming a new Cabinet and constitu- 


‘scalps of noxious animals agyregat- 


tion which would meet the demands 
of the people. The are addressed 
the committee appointed by the popu- 
lace, announcing that Walter M. Gib- 
son and other members of his Cabinet 
bad resigned, and appointing Wm. L. 
Green, Prime Minister, to form a new 
Cabinet. Ex-Prime Minister Gibson 
and his son-in-law, F. H. Hayselden, 
were arrested by the civic troops on 
July ist, and are now under guard. 
The populace assumed control of af- 
fairs in the kingdom on June 25th 
and were joined by the Honolulu 
rifles and other hastily organized 
military companies. Patrols were es- 
tablished throughout that city and 
guards placed over the military armo- 
ries. On the afternoon of June 30th a 
mass meeting was held at the arm- 
ory of the Honolulu rifles, the meet- 
ing having been advertised by posters 
in English, Hawaiian and Portu- 
guese, and long before the hour of the 
meeting the approaches to the build- 
ing were thronged with all ciasses of 
people. All the stores and shops had 
beea closed; all approaches to the 
palace were barricaded, but the royal 
troops made no sign of meeting the 
volunteer troops outside ef the arm- 
ory. The Honolulu rifles were under 
arms. On the walls of the Armory 
back of the platform were displayed 
the Hawaiian, American and English 
flags. The meeting was addressed in 
the English and Hawaiian languages, 
and resolutions were adopted declar- 
ing as follows: 

“The Administration of the Ha- 
walian Government has _ ceased, 
through corruption and incompe- 
tence to adequately perform func- 
tions and afford protection to per- 
sonal and property rights, for which, 
all Governments exist.”’ 

The meeting formulated the follow- 
ing demands on the King: 

First—That he shall at once and un- 
conditionally dismiss his present Cab- 
inet from office, and we ask that he 
shall call one of these persons,namely, 
William L. Green, Henery Water- 
house, Godfrey Brown or Mark P. 
Robinson, to issist him in selecting a 
new Cabinet, which shall be com- 
mitted to the policy of securing a new 
Constitution. 

Second—That Walter M. Gibson 
Shall be dismissed from each and 
every office held by him under 
the Government. Toe third and 
fourth demands were that the King 
should make restitution for $71,000 of 
opium bribe money, and dismiss 
Junius Kaae, Register of Conveyances, 
who was implicated in the bribery. 
Fifth, that we request a specific pledge 
from the King that he will notin the 
future, interfere either directly or in- 
directly with the election of represen- 
tatives, and that he will not interfere 
with or attempt to unduly influence 
legislation or legislators. These de- 
mands were turned over to a commit- 
tee of thirteen, who made their way to 
the palace and submitted them to the 
King. The news had already reached 
the palace, and the Gibson Ministry 
at once wrote out their resignations. 
During the progress «f the mass 
meeting, speeches were made 
by all the prominent citizens, all of 
whom openly declared that the King 
must abdicate at once or accede to the 
popular demands. Before the meet- 
ing closed, the fallen Minister Gibson 
sent a request for a guard of the Hon- 
olulu rifles to protect him at his resi- 
dence against a mob of native Ha- 
waiilans. On Friday July Ist, the 
steamship, Mariposa, arrived from 
Australia, bringing 200 stands of arms 
addressed to the Gibson Ministry. 
These were seized by the people’s com- 
mittes and stored in the armory of the 
Honolulu rifles. After conferring 
with the representatives of the for- 
eign government on July Ist, Kala- 
kaua formally appointed William L. 
Green Prime Minister, and Minister 
of Foreign Affairs, who completed a 
Cabinet as follows: L. A. Thurston, 
Minister of Interior; Godfrey Brown, 
Minister of Finance; and C. W. Ash- 
ford, Attorney General.

A HEAVY LOSS. 


Fire Destroys 130 Tons of New 
Hay on the Kanch of James 
Say in Spanish Springs Valley. 

News reached the GAZETTE office 
yesterday that James Say’s crop of 
hay on his ranch, one of the largest 
in Spanish Springs Valley, bad 

been totally destroyed by fire. A 

reporter was immediately dis- 

patched te the scene of the disaster 
and found that 130 tons of good tim- 
othy of this season’s first crop were 
destroyed. Investigation proved 
that, accidentally, some one of the 
seven men employed by Mr. Say, 
who has a large crop this year, 


must have dropped a match or two 
near the stack, alongside of which 
was about three tons of last season’s 
hay. The sun’s fearful heat, it ap- 
pears, ignited the same, as noother 
cause can be assigned. The men 
were all out in the field cutting alf- 
alfa and timothy when tbe fire 
broke out. The main ditch was 
opened immediately, and a plenti- 
ful supply of water forced to the 
spot. The men rushed pell-:nell 
there also. The stack was very 
close to the barn and dwelling 
house. The flames and smoke at- 
tracted the attention of all the 
ranchers in the valley. They im- 
mediately unhitehbed their horses, 
and with the men tiey employ 
hurried to Mr. Say’s ranch with 
empty buckets, and to the number 
of 50 were soon at work endeavor- 
ing to save the home and fields of 
their industrious neighbor. Just 
about the time the fire broke out a 
terrific thunderand lightning storm, 
with more wind than water, 
opened up its batteries on. the 
aftrighted ranchers. However, 
they did not flinch ia their work. 
Through the -beroic action of 
Messrs. D. D. Donnelly, L. C. 
Murray, young Tinckum, Mr. 
Tommamchaels, Mr. Duuning, Ar- 
chie Haydon and all of the men 
present, the buildings were saved, 
The estimated loss is from $1,000 
to $1,300; no insurance. Theaction 
of these ranchers gives evidence of 
the good feeling that prevails in 
this section of the State among 
those growing the same cereal, and 
speaks volumes for the good results 
that must follow in the wake of 
such unanimity. Mr. Say bas the 
sympathy of the comng§pity. He 
is the stepfather-in-lag of Mr. 
Ernest A. Gironi, phonograpbic re- 
porter of the Supreme Court of Cal- 
ifornia; Mr. P. Flick, with Wheeler, 
Hall & Co., of Virginia City, and 
also the GAZETTE’S versatile cor- 
respoudent, Nahom.

Competing Fares Annoucrced. 

The Atlantic & Pacific, California 
Southern and Central California 
railroads have issued ‘California 
joint’ rdte sheet No. 1,’’ giving 
through rates from San Francisco, 
Los Angele:, San Diego, Sacra- 
mento and Colton, to meet the 
Southern Pacific rates as far East 
as El Paso. The rate to El Paso 
are quoted at $69 for first-class un- 
limited, $40 for first-class limited 
and $25 for emigrant.

THE RESCUE DRIFT CON- 
NECTS AT LAST. 


The Bodies of the Six Miners Not 
on the 1500 Level—A Belief 
Prevalent That They are in a 
Caved Drift. from Which a Foul 
Stench Kmanates—Evidences of 
a Desperate Struggle for Life— 
Doubts as to Whether the 
Bodies can be Identified When 
Found. 

VIRGINIA CITY, July 9. 
The drill hole which pierced 
through five feet of ground between 
the Con Virginia and Best and Bel- 
cher was fired at 8 o’clock and was 

a success, making an opening the 

full size of the drift. Superintendent 

Lyman and several miners went 

through the opening, but the gas 

was found to be very strong. 

Lighted lanterns were extinguished 

two feet fromthe opening. The drift 

ig very close and hot, allowing no per- 
son to remain in it any length of time, 

Those attempting were forced to re- 

treat on account of the draft being to- 

ward the Curry shaf:, No bad smells 
are perceptible. Air pipes are now 
being taken into the crosscut ahead of 
the miners, and the search for the 
bodies will commence. Superin- 
tendent Lyman feels positive the men 
were overcome by gas and heat soon 


after the fire commenced. The news

The V, & T. Accident. 

The accident on the Virginia and 
Truckee railroad yesterday was 
more serious than at first reported. 
It appears that several cars of an 
ore train jumped the track near the 
Eureka millswitch. The engineer, 
desiring to send word of the mishap 
to Carson and at the same time 
ask that the accommodation train, 


bound for Reno, remain at Mound 
House until the track was cleared, 
started with his engine for the last- 
named station under a fuil head of 
steam. When turning @ curve 
about two miles west of Moun! 
House he met the accommodation 
train mentioned, anda collision en- 
sued. The two engines were al- 
most totaily wrecked. Conductor 
Bray, who happened to be putting 
on the brakes of the passenger 
coach at the time, was thrown vie- 
lently forward and received a deep 
cut under the left eye, and his 
lower lip was badly mashed, Dr. 
Prentice, the specialist, and bis 
wife, were in thecoach. The for- 
mer was reaching over to hoist a 
widow and was thrown against the 
seat, receiving painful injuries in 
the back. Mrs, Prentice was se- 
verely bruised. A drummer who 
was sitting on a Wells-Fargo box 
in the front compartment of the 
coach, was thrust ayainst the door, 
his head breaking through it. 
When the train, several hours after- 
wards, arrived at Carson, it was 
necessary to leave him there for 
medical treatment. It was fortu- 
nate for ‘Conductor Bray that Dr.
